3. Amendment of section 21 : - In section 21 of the principal 
Act, after the words " until their successors enter upon their 
office" , the words " or the Administrator appointed under 
section 15A assumes office” shall be added . 


1. Short title and commencement.— (1) This Act may be 
called the Goa Toddy Tappers Welfare Fund (Amendment) Act, 
1996 . 


2. It shall come into force at once.
